States, and urged by an unfeigned anxiety to ar- 
rest the calamities of war, to propose to your Lord- 
ship a convention for the suspension of hostilities, 
to take effect at such time as may be mutually a- 

upon, and stipulating that each party shall 
rthwith appoint commissioners, with full pow- 
ers to form atreaty, which shall provide, by reci- 
procal arrangements, ‘for the security of their sea- 
men, from being taken or employed in the ser- 
viceof the other power; forthe regulation of their 
commerce, and all other interesting questions now 
depending between them, and that the armistice 
shall not cease without such previous notice by 
one to the other party, as may be agreed npon, & 
ghall not be understood as having any other ef- 
‘fect,than merely to suspend military operations by 
land and by sea, y 

In proposing to your Lordship these terms Tor 
a suspension of hostilities, [am instructed to come 
to a clear and distinct understanding with his 
Britannic Majesty's government without requir- 
ing ic to be formal, concerning impressment, 
comprising in it the discharge of the citizens of 
the U. States already imprese and concerning 
future blockades ; the revocation of the orders in 
Council tting confirmed, 

Your Loraship is aware that the power of the 
government of the United States to prohibit the 
employment of British seamen must he exercised 
in the sense andiepirit of the constitution; but 
there is no reason to doubt but that it will be so 
exercised effectually and with good faith. 

Such a measure, as it might by suitable regula- 
tions and penalties be made completely effectual 
and satisfactory, would operate almost exclusive- 
ly in favor Britain; for as few American 
seamen ever enter voluntarily into the British ser- 
vice, the reciprocity would be nominal, and it is 
fincerely believed that it would be move than an 
equivalent for any advantage she may derive from 
impressment. 

By the proposition which I haye now the ho- 
nor to make in behalf of my government, vour 
Lordship will perceive the carnest desire of the 
President to remove every obstacle to an accom: 
modation, which consists merely of form ; and to 
secure the rights and interests of the U. S. in a 
manner the most satisfactoryand hoperable to G. 
B. an well as America. 

The importance of the overture now made, will 
I trust, ohtuin forit the early consideration of his

After the verbal explinations which I had the 
honor to afford your Lordship on the 16th inst. 
both as to the object and suficiency of my in- 
structions, I did nut expect to hear repeated any 
objections on these points For itself, the Ame. 
ricun government has nothing to disguise; and 
hy varying the proposition as to the manner of 
coming to a preliminary understanding, it merely 
intended to leave to the Biitish government that 
which might be most corgenial to its ſoelings.— 

The propositions presented by me, however, on 
the 240N of August and 12th inst, are distinguish- 
jable by adiversity in the substance as well as in 
the mode ofthe object whith they embraced ; as

On the 1p inst. T had the honour to veceive 
your letter of the 27th of July last—I called im- 
mediately at the Foreign Office to prepare Lord 
Castlereagh, by imparting to him the nature mid 
extent of my instructions, forthe communication 
which it became meto make to him. His Lord- 
ship was in the country and I was ehliged to write 
to him without previously seeing him. I howe. 
ver accompanied my official note (A*) with a pri. 
vate leiter 405 offering explanation, if ied 
soliciting despatch. 

I waited until two o'clock, the 16th inst. with- 
ot hearing from his Lordship, when | was much 
surprized at receiving a note (C) from Mr. IIa. 
milton, the under secretary, indefinitely postpon- 
ing an official reply. . 

To give more precision to the transaction I in- 
stantly addressed to him answer (D) and a little 
before five o’clock on the same day, ffrecciv- 
ed an ‘invitation (E) from Lord Castlereagh to 
meet him at his house that evening at nine o- 
clock. 

1 waited on his Lordship, at the time appoint- 
ed, in company with Mr. Hamilton, ata table 
loaded with the vecords of American correspon- 
dence, which they appeared to have been examin- 

1 was courteously received, and after a conver- 
sation of a few minutes on indifferent subjects I 
led the way to the business on which I came, b 
observing that I had once more been authorised 
to present the olive branch and hoped it would not 
beagain rejected. 

liis Lordship observed that he had desired the 
interview to ascertain, before he submitted my 
communication of the 16th inst. to the Prince Re- 

ent, the form & nature of the powers under which 
Nee To satisfy him at once on bothuhese 
points I put into his hands your letter ef the 27th 
of July. I the more willingly adopted tbis mode 
of procedure as, besides the confidence whiclr us 
frankness was calculated to produce, the letter it- 
self would best define my authority and prove the 
moderation and conciliatory temper of my govern- 
ment. | 


His Lordship read it attentively. e then 
commented at some length both on and 
substance of my powers. With regard to the 
former he observed that all my authority waa con- 
tained in a letter from the Secretary of State, 
which, as my diplomatic functions had ccased, 
appeared but a scanty foundation on which to 
place the important arrangement I had been in- 
structed to propose. With regard to the extent 
ofmy powers, he could not perceive that they es. 
sentially differed from those under which 1 had 
brought forward the propositions contained in my 
note of the 24th of August. He considers that 
to enter with me into the understanding, required 
as a preliminary to a convention foran armistice, 
he would be compelled to act on unequal ground 
as from his situation he must necessarily pledge 
his government, when, from the nature ol\my au- 
thority, I could give no similar pledge for rine. — 
He could not therefore think of submitti 
British faith and leaving the American govern- 
ment free to disregard its engagements. Besides 
it did not appear to him that at the date of my. last 
instructions the revocation ef the orders in coun. 
cil on the 23d of June, had been received at Wash., 
ington, and that great hopes were entertained of 
the favorable efect such intelligence would pro- 
duce there. The question of iinpresement, he 
went on to observe, was attended with difficultics 
of which neither | or my government appeared to 
be aware. Indeed“ he continued chere has 
evidently been much misapprehension on this 
subject, and an erroneous belief entertained chat

vernment.-y This error probably originated with 
Mr. King, e bigest esteemed here, and al- 
ways well received by the persons then in power, 
he seems to have misconstrued their readiness to 
listen to his representations and their warm pro 
lesions of a disposition to remove the complaints 
of America, in relation to impressment, into a 
supposed conviction on their part of the propriety 
of adopting the plan which he had proposed,— 
But Lord Be. Vincent, whom he might have tho’t 
he had brought ever to his opinions, appears ne- 
ver for a moment to have ceased'to regard all ar- 
rangement on the subject to he attended with for- 
midable, if not surmountable obstacles, This is 
obvious from a letter which his Fordship address.

His lordship now turned to a letter ina volume 
befure him adüressed at the closéofthenegociation 
by these coramissioners to the Americun minis- 
ters,conceived in the kindest spirit of conciliation, 
in which they profess the most ear nest desire to re- 
mova all cause of complaint on the part of meri- 
ca concerning impressment, regret that liieir en 
deavors had hitherto been ineffectual, lament the 
necessity of continuing the pracice & promise to 
provide as far as possible against the abuse of it. 


“ I resumed his Lordship, “ such was re 
sult of a negociation entertain under circum: 
stances so highly favorable, where the powers & 
the dispositien ofthe parties were limited only” by 
the diificultics of the subject, what reasonable ex- 
pectation can te encouraged that in the actual 
state ofthinys, with your circumscribed and im- 
perfect authority, we can come to a miore success. 
ful issne ? [ shall have to procec in so weighty a 
concern withthe utmost deliberation & circ:im- 
spection ; angit will be necessasry for mie to con- 
snit the great faw otſicers ofthe crown. You are 
not aware of the great sensibility and jealousy of 
the people of England on this subject, and no ad- 
ministration contd expect to remain in power thay 
should consent to renounce the right of impress- 
ment, or to suspend the practice, without the cer- 
tainty ofan arrangement which should ebviously 
he calculated most unequivocally to secure its ob 
ject. Whether such an arrangement can be de- 
vised is extremely doubtful, but itis very certain

Such was the substance, and in many parts, the 
language of his Lordship’s discourse.

I finally offered, in o vr to answer at once all 
the observations and evaniries of Lord Castes 
reagh, that the proposed understanding should be

theother—thus removing anyobjectionthat might, 
have been raised with qegurd to the future efiech 
of naturalization or the forinal renunciation of a.

I proposgd to follow the same course, and only to 
agree that none should beinstituted by either pare 
ty which were not conforinably.to the atknow- 
ledged laws of nations—leaving the definition of 
such Llockades, and all other details, te be sets 
ted by the commissioners in the definitive trea~ 
y. ; 

T was disappointed and grieved to find that 
these propositions, moderate and liberal as they 
were, should be treated in a manner which forbid 
me lo expect theiv acceptance. I was even asked, 
by Mr. Hamilton if the U. States would deliver 
the native British seamen who might be natura 
ized in America? Although shocked at this de- 
mand, I mildly replied that such a procedure 
would be disgraceful to America without being 
useful to G. Britain—ttiat the habits of seamen 
were sb peculiarly unaccommodating that no one 
would paticatly go through the long probation, 
required by law, to become the citizen of a coun- 
try where he could not pursue his professional 
vecupations—and that not to employ him in this

I was disposed to believe, however, that a reci- 


distinctly and clearly conferred. ‘That in requir- 
ing us a condition to an armistice a clear under- 
standing relative to impressment and other points 
of controversy between the two countries, it was 
intended merely to lay the basis of an amicable ad. 
justneent & thereby to diminish the probability of 
a renewal ofhostilities. Tome to such an un- 
derstanding, to be in itself informal, and which 
expressly leftthe details of the points which it 
embraced, to be discussed and adjusted by com- 
missioners to be hereniter appointed, was certain- 
ly within the instructions which I had received, 
and I could, of course, thus far pledge my govern. 
ment for its ebseivance. I did not acknowledge 
the force of his objection, predicated on the iut- 
quality of our respective powers, ner perceive 
how the British faith would be particularly com- 
thitted, The faith of bath governments v. 
equally committed, for whatever was done under 
their respective authority ; and although his Lord- 
ship might have power to go beyond the armis- 
tice and understanding for which I was instructed, 
yet there was no necessity for doing so, and while 
we acted within those liinits we stood on equal 
ground, And were it otherwise, yet, as the pro- 
rise ofthe one party would be the sole considera- 
tion for the promise of the other, should either fail 
in the performance of its engagements, the other 
would necessarily be discharged and the imputati- 
on of bad faith conld alone attach tothe first delin- 
quent. Nor was I dismayed at the very formida- 
ble difficulties with which he had thought proper 
to array the eubject of iinpessment, & altho’ wil- 
ling to acknowledge my inferiority to the Ameri- 
can neyociators wio had preceded me in the mat- 

er, yot [Was not disposed on account of their 
failure to shrink from the discharge ofa duty im. 
posed on me by my government. e me indeed 
the whole question appem ed much less alarmin 
than his Lordship had described it to be. And 
that if Mr. King had already been mistaken with 
regard to thé near completion of an adjustment, 
hia Lordship must, on an attention to the whole 
cm respordence at the time, acquit him from the 
imputation of any excessive want of penetrati- 
on. 


As to the supposed ignorance in America of 
the révocation of the orders in council, atthetime 
my instructions were dated, I observed, thatifthis 
ignorance did in fact exist, yet, from certain ex 
pressions in those instructions an expectation of 
such a measure seems tu have been confidently 
eniertagned, and the orders in council appeared no’ 
longer to form an obstacle to a conciliation.— | 
However this might be, it ought not to be su 
posed (hat the American, government would be 
ready toabandon one main point for which it con- 
tended merely because it. had obtained another, 
whicn was generally considered to be of minor im- 
portance, and to submit to the continuance of im: 
pressmeéut on accountof the diacontinuance of the 
Orders in Council. At any rate, having autho- 
rized me to propose terms of accommodation 
here, it would probably wait for information con- 
cerning the manner in which they had been re- 
ccived, before it would consent to more unfavora- 
ble conditions. In the mean time, the war would 
be nrosecuted, and might produce new obstacles 
toa pacific arrangement. I wat happy to learn 
that tre failure of a ſorqv nt gociation concerning 
impressment could hi ascribed’ to a want o 
siurerity & moderation iu the American govern. 
ment; and I hoped the made now suggested ford” 
securing to G. Britain her o seamen might re- 
move the difficulties which had hitherto embar-

On the ep inst. T had the honour to'receive 
your letter of the 27th of July last—I called im- 
mediately at the Foreign Office to prepare Lord 
Castlereagh, by imparting to him the nature and 
extent of my instructions, for the communication 
which it became meto make to him. His Lord- 
ship was in the country and I was ebliged to write 
to him without previously seeing him. I howe- 
ver accompanied my official note (A*) with a pri- 
vate letter (B) offering explanation, if sequired; & 
soliciting despatch. 

I waited until two o’clotk, the 16th inst. with- 
ont hearing from his Lordship, when L was much 
surprized at receiving a note (C) from Mr. Ila-. 
milton, the under secretary, indefinitely postpon- 
ing an official reply. 

To give more precision to the transaction I in- 
stantly addressed to ‘nim answer (D) and a liule 
before five o’clock on the same day, frecciv- 
ed an invitation (E) from Lord Castlereagh to 
meet him at his house that evening at nine o' 
clock. 

1 waited on his Lordship, at the time appoint- 
ed, in company with Mr. tHunilton, ata table 
loaded with the records: of American correspon- 
dence, which they appeared to have been examin- 
ing. 

Twas courteously received, and after a conver- 
sation of a few minutes on indiñerent subjects I 
led the way to the business on which I came, by 
observing that I had once more been authorised 
to present the olive branch and hoped it would not 
beagain rejected. 

liis Lordship observed that he had desired the 
interview to ascertain, before he submitted m 
communication of the 16th inst. to the Prince Re- 

ent, the form & nature of the powers under which 
N To satisfy him at once on bothitkese 
points I put into his hands your letter ef the 27th 
of July. I the more willingly adopted tbis mode 
of procedure as, besides the confidence whicli us 
frankness was calculated to praduce, the letter it- 
self would best define my authority and prove the 
moderation and conciliatory temper of my govern- 
ment. ! 


His Lordship read it attentively. e then 
commented at some length both on and 
substance of my powers. With regard to the 
former he observed that all my authority was con- 
tained in a letter from the Secretary of State, 
which, as my diplomatic functions had ceased, 
appeared but a scanty foundation on which to 
place the important arrangement I had been in- 
structed to propose. With regard to the extent 
ofmy powers, he could not perceive that they es- 
sentially diiſered from those under which I had 


brought forward the propositions contained in ny i 


note of the 24th of August. He considers that 
to enter with me into the understanding, required 
as a preliminary to a convention for an armistice, 
he would be compelled to act on unequal ground 
as from his situation he niust necessarily pledge

He could not therefore think of submitting the

ington, and that great hopes were entertained of 
the favorable efect such intelligence would pro- 
duce there. The question of impressment, he 
went on to observe, was attended with difficulties 
of which neither l or my government appeared to 
be aware, Indeed“ he continued “there has 
evidently been much misapprehension on this

‘Tocome to such an un- 
derstanding, to be in itsclf informal, and which 
expressly leftthe details of the points which it 
embraced, to be discussed and adjusted by com. 
missioners to be hereaiter appointed, was certain- 
ly within the instructions which I had received, 
and I could, of course, thus far pledge my govern- 
ment for its cbservance. I did not acknowledge 
the force of his objection, predicated on the inc- 
any of our respective powers, ner perceive 
how the British faith weuld be particularly com- 
hitted, The faith of both governments. 
equally committed, for whatever was done under 
their respective authority ; and although his Lord- 
ship might have power to go be ond the armis- 
tice and understanding for which I was instructed, 
yet there was no necessity for doing so, and while 
we acted within those limits we stood on equal 
ground, And were it otherwise, yet, as the pro- 
mie of che one party would be the sole considera. 
tion for the promise of the other, should either fail 
in the performance of its engagements, the other 
would necessarily be discharged and the intputati- 
on of bad faith conld alone attach tothe first délin- 
quent. Nor was I dismayed at the very formida- 
ble dificulties with which he had thought proper 
to array the subject of inp-essment, & altho’ wil- 
ling to acknowledge my inferiority to the Ameri- 
can negociators wio hal preceded me in the mat- 
ter, yot I' Was not disposed on account of their 
failure to shrink from the discharge ofa duty im.

An 
that if Mr. King had already been mistaken with 
regard to the near completion of an adjustment, 
hia Lordship must, on an attention to the whole 
co respordence at the time, acquit him from the 
imputation of any excessive want of penetrati- 
on. 


As to the supposed ignorance in America of 
the révocation of the orders in council, atthetime 
my instructions were dated, I observed, that if this 
ignorance did in fact exist, yet, from certain ex 
pressions in those instructions an expectation of 
such a measure seems to have been confidently 
entertagned, and the orders in council appeared no 
longer to form an obstacle to a conciliation.— 
However this might be, it ought not to be sup- 
posed that the American government would be 
ready to abandon one main point for which il con- 
tended merely because it. had obtained another, 
whicn was generally considered to be of minor im- 
portance, and to submit to the continuance of imi 
pressmeéut on accountof the discontinuance of the 
Orders in Council. At any rate, having autho- 
rized me to propose terms of accommodation | 
here, it would probably wait for information con: ; 
cerning the manner in which they had been re- 
ccived, before it would consent te more unfavora- 
ble conditions. In the mean time, the war would 
be prosecuted, and might produce new obstacles 
toa pacific arrangement.

Although shocked at this de- 
mand, I mildly replied that such a procedure 
would be disgraceful to America without being 
useful to G. Britain—ttint the habits of seamen 
Were sb pecuiiarly unaecommodating that no one 
would paticatly go through the long probation, 
required by law, to become the citizen of a coun-

George, Prince Regent, and Duke of Gloucester, 
have gone up the Bake with troops to reinforce 
Fort George; and as L have to believe that other 
troops are waiting at Kingston for their return, 
destined for the same port; 1 have determined to 
proceed with the force I have ready in quest of 
the enemy. My present intention is, to take a 
position on the Canada shore, near some small 
islands, called the « False Ducks,” where the e- 
nemy are chliged te pass, and where I will wait 
their return to Kingston, If I shonld sueceed in 
my enterprize (which I have but little doubt of,)

by the brave Lieutenants Biddle and Booth, and 
several Midshipmen.

We had 4 killed, and 5 wonnded. one of whom 
is since dead.

tic of the brave and intrepid hero. ‘To do justice 
to his merits, or to the merits of Lieuts. Rogers, 
Biddle, Booth and Rapp, and Mr. Knight. the 
sailing master, requires far greater talents than I 
possess. Suffice it to say, that the American 
flag never gained greater honor, since we hid a 
navy, than on the 18th inst, Every other officer 


and man behaved with the utmost courage aud 


coolness, and deserve well of their country. 

The brig is called the Frolic. She mounted 
18 thirty two pounders, and two long twelves and 
had 120 men; equally manned with us, and su- 
perior in guns. — 

About three hours aſter the action, another bail 
was discovered bearing down to us. We imme- 
diately cleared away for: another action. On 
nearing us, she proved to be a74; and being con- 
siderably disabled in onr rigging, we were obliged 
to haul down our colours tothe Poictiers, captain 
Berresford This would have been extreme!

Copy of a letter trom Capt. Jones, late ofthe U. 
S. sloop ot war the Wasp, to the Secretary of 
the Navy, dated 


New York, 24th Novem. 1812. 
SIR; 


Lhere avail myself of the oppottunity ofinform- 
ing you of te ogéarrences of our cruize, which 
terminated in the capture ofthe Wasp on the loch 
of October b the Poicticrs' of 74 guns, while a 
wreck from damages received in an engagement 
with the British sloop o: war Frolic, of 22 guns; 
16 ofthem 32 pound carronades, and 4 12 poun 
ders on themain deck and two 12 p. carronades, 
on the top gallant fore castle, making hersupe- 
rior in force to us by four 12 pounders. The 
Frolick had struck to us and was taken possessi- 
on of about two hours before our surrendering to 
the Poictiers. = 

We had left the Delaware on the 13th. The 
15th had a heavy gale, in which we lost our jib- 
boon and two men. Half past 11, on the night 
of the 17th, in the lat. of 37 deg. N. and long. 65 
deg. W. we saw several sail, two of them appear- 
ing very large; westood from them for sometime, 
then shortened sail and steered the remainder of 
the night the course we Had perceived them on. 
At day light on Sunday the 18th we saw them a- 
head— gave chase and soon discovered them to 
be a convoy of six sail under the protection ofa 
sloop of war, fone of them large ships mounting 
from 16to18 guns. At32 minutes past eleven, 
A. M. we engaged the sloop of war, having first 
received her fire at the distance of 50 or 60 yds, 
whith space we gradually lessened until we laid 
her on board, after a well supported fire of forty 
three minutes ; and although so near while loading 
the last broadside that our rammers were shoved 
against the side of the enemy, our men exhibited 
the same alacrity which they had done during the 
whole of the action. They immediately surren - 
dered upon our gaining their forecastle, so that 
no loss was sustained on eicher side after board- 
ing. 

Our main top mast was shet away between 4 
and 5 minutes from the commencement of the fir- 
ing, and falling together with the main topsail 
yard across the larboard fore and fore topsail hra- 
ces, rendered our head yards unmanageable the 
remainder of the action, At i minutes the gaft 
and mizen top gallant mast came down, and al 
20 miautes from the beginning ofthe action every 
brace and most of the rigging Was shotaway. A 
few minutes after separating irom the Frolick both 
her masts fell upon the deck, the main mast going 
close by the deck and the fore mast 12 or 15 feet 
above it. 

The courage and exertions of the officers and 
crew fully answered my expectations and wishes. 
Licut. Biddle’s active conduct contributed much 
to our success, by the exact attention paid to eve- 
ry department during the engagement, and the 
animating example he afforded the crew by his in- 
trepidity. Lieuts. Rogers, Booth and Mr. Rapp, 
shewe by the incessant fire fiom their divisions 
that they were not to be surpassed in resolution 
or skill. Mr. Knight and every other officer, act- 
ed with a courage and promptitude highly hono- 
rable, and I trust have given assurance that they 
muy be relied on whenever their services may be 
required, : 

could not asc ertain the exact loss of the ene 
my, as many ‘ef the dead lay buried under the 
masts and spars that had fallen upon deck, which 
two hours exertion had not sufficiently removed.

to be surmounted, before intelligence gained 
à: complete power over the machinery of 


War. 

The subject of the military age for enter- 
ing the ranks of the army, having been re 
cently divcusted, we cannot but remark upon 
the extreme ignorance and odious spirit of 
the opposers of the law. It cannot but be 

erceived,that the idea of /ove of ccuntry,the 
Pica of public honos , the ides of national cha 
yacter, the idea of public right or justice, 
Dever once enters the speech of Mr. Quincy 
—which we notice, not for any value that

“The youth of che Grecian republic of A. 
thete were enrolled at fourteen years of age, 
and at eighteen they entered upon military 
exercises. and like dur militia, continued lia- 
ble to serve to the 45th ; in Sparta they were 
liable to the 50th year. 

The Roman youth were‘also-enrolled at 
14, they entered the ranks.at 17, and served 
till 45; an admirable part of the Roman mi- 
litary law founded in dhe first law of human 
nature, that of self defence, was, that no man 
became eligible to serve in any public station 
ander the Roman government who had not 
actually served in the militia for ten years ; 
so that no man could enter upon a-public of 
fice before the age of 27: their obligation to 
serve terminated at 45 years. These insti 
tutions underwent some changes, in the subse- 
quent ages of Greece and Rome ; but in their 
most virtuous and glorious days, these were 
the principles which governed them, 

We lose eight of regular institutions in 
Europe,but We find in Asia the spirit of clan 
ship and feudality, embodying bands of 
robbers to resist ssmilar bands of robbers & 
after a succession of ages, accumulating ma- 
ny masses of vassels under some great robber 
to whom the title of duke or king was giren; 
we see many of these rebber kings united un- 
der some more mighty robber. who is-called 
emperor; and beside these we see nothing 
but a nation of vassals and a few superior 
chiefs, who collect them by erecting banner, 
and issuing a proclamation,ordering the chicfs 
of clans or barons to lead their vassals 
forth to var; they marched without magas 
zines or provisions of any kind, and their 
route was a scene of waste and desolation ; 
like the armies of Asia at this day,their cam- 
paign was limited to the period during which 
they could obtain supplies, usually 40 days, 
when they dispersed for their usual homes. 
leaving bands of robbers and vagabon:is scat 
tered over the countries through which they 
passed. In an extraordinary emergency, if 
the first ban failed, another was issued cali 
ed the reserve ban, or the arrière ban, when 
every man able fo bear arms was obliged to 
march. 

These particulars may perhaps appear to 
relate as little to the subject of a mili: aty staff 
as the infamous speeches of Mr. Quincy ; 
but we shal! upon a moments reflection, per- 
ceive, that these 40 days campaigns those 
prema ure disfersions.and those arridye bans 
were unavoidable where there wes no provi’ 
sion mage beforehand, and to make which 
provision and to place it where it is required 
in the proper time, is among the great duties 
& perfections of the staff of armies in modern; 
times. * i

Fellow Citizens of the Senate,

On the day preceding the termination of your 
last session, our foreign relations experienced a 
great and imaterial change—a change more im: 
portant than has occurred sinice the establishment 
of our general government. The aggravated 
wrongs, the flagrant acts of injustice, the gross 
insults, iurtiicted by Britain on the United State, 
and their frequent repetitions, have at length in- 
dacet, congress, in vindication of our violated 
rights, tu appeal to the last resort of injured nati- 
ons. ‘Britain whose history for centuries has 
been characterised by war and dena latina, has 
become s9 inured to blood and slaughter, that her 
government has acquired the habit 


che carth, She hu, for a series of years, by her 
condact evinced a deadly hostiity to our com- 
merce, peace aad prospecity She has wantonly 
impressed thousands of our unotlending seamen, 
immured them within the walls of her floating 
castles, heid them in servitude for un untimiited 
period, often for liſe, and edmpelled tiem to Hight, 
not only with nations with whoin we were at 
peace, but to tara cheir arms again.t tacir own 
country. She has violated the rights and peace 
of our coasts, wantonly shed the blood of our ci- 
tizens ia our own harbors, and instead of ju- 
mali has rewarded ber guilty officers. Under 
pretended blockades, unaccuinpinied by the pre- 
sence of an adequate force, shé has unjustly de- 
prived usofa market for the produets of our in- 
dustry; and by her orders in council has to z 
great extent, swept our commercefromthe ocean: 
thus assuming a riglit to regulate our foreign 
tradein war, and laying a foundation to prese. ibe 
it in peace. She has permitted her subjects pub- 
licly to forge and vend our ships papers, to carry 
on a commerce with ihat ve y ena: Av from whose 
ports she interdicted our trade. Whilst her ac. 
credited minister, under the mask of frieudship, 
yas treating with our government, her spies were 
endeavoring to alieniafe our citizens, subvert our 
government, and dismember the union of the 
states, And to add to thi 1 catalogue of atrocious 
erimes—crimes tinged with the deepest dve— 
Jave we not sufficient reason to believe, that she 
-has excited and armed the numerous tribes of 
-savages with whom her subjects have been long 
connected in trade, to wage war against us! a 
wyar whose characteristic is cruelty, and whose 
object is extermination. 
We is the nation, ancicut or modern, that 
‘has borne such treatment without resentment or

Sacuxr's Haanon, Nov. 15, 1812. 


On Monday, about 1 o’clock, was discovered 
the Royal George, and signal was immediately

As the discussions on our business had ta- 
ken place either at the marine or in the Palace, 
in the presence ef all those usually attending there, 
it was no secret—and 1 had the satisfaction of 
hearing a general sentiment of disappr ex- 
pressed on acconnt of the Dey's conduct, More 
strongly than I could have supposed it would Have 
been done, when it was known in what awe and 
dread every one held the present Dey, whose se- 
verity i$ almost without example. 

„The only quarter from which money could 
be obtained al any rate was che house of Bacrijand 
upon application to him to know if I could depend 
upon him in the last extremity, he raised many 
difficulties on account of the limited time, of the 
very many payments which they had been obliged 
to make lately for the cargoes ofthe Greek prizes 
purchased by them, which hach entirely absorbed 
their ensh. &c. He has alto made some objecti- 
on to the security of such bills, on aecount of iny 
being obliged to leave the regency : so that I an- 
swered, that I should not desire any one to become 
my security, as the same objection wonld nathral- 
ly occur to them, and thatif I should give bills, 1 
must candidly say that if the vessel should not af- 
terwards he perteitted to depart with her cargo (as 
I had some apprehensions from the Bhar. oe 
duct of the Dey. might be the case, in violation 
of his word) thé bills wonld not be paid, as the pro.

On Friday the 25th July, I made the lust effort 
to effect an accommodation, and flattered myself 
with soure little prospect of success, as the Mitis- 
ter of the marine and some others of the pringipal:

thing in their power to induce the Dey to alta hi 
determination, if the Dey should introduce th 
ject before them on this day, when they all meet 
him at the Palace to go with him to the moague, 
being the Mohometan sabbath ; but they canal 
acknowledged thatif he did not bring the matter 
forward no one would dare to introduce it, as 
kucw the obstinacy of his temper, and dreaded the 
eilects of his resentment. rt 

“I had communicated to the minister of the 
marine the proposition which I made in the palate 
on Wednesday, for the Dey to takethis car 
account, and to pay. the balance, iſ any, in 
&c, which he did not hesitate to declare he 
highly reasonable and such 4s should be

At one o'clock my drogerman brought me 
a message from the dey, which he said was his 
last, and irrevocably fixed. viz. that I ehould to- 
morrow znoruing pay into the treasury 27,000 
Spanish dollars, which he claimed as the balance 
of annuities from the United States, and then de- 
part fromthe regency, with my family, and all 
other citizens of the United States, in Algiers, in 
the ship which had brought the stores, in fulfil- 
ment of treaty stipulations, and which he had re- 
fused to receive ; orthatthe ship and cargo, with 
all other Americans now in A giers, should be 
detained, the former confiscated, the latter kept in 
slavery, and that war should be instantipsdeclared 
against the United States, 75 k 

This megmage determined the business and 
os ed every door of hope for an accommodation. 
It was confirmed by the minister of marine, who 
daid that the subject having been introduced by 
the Dey in their presence, he and the other mi- 
nisters urged every thing they dared, te induce 
the Dey to alter his determination, and’ to accept 
my proposition, but in vain. He was inflexi- 
ble, und the alternative must be taken immediate- 
ly. i 
Va I had now my ultimate choice to make he- 
tween the payment of the money, ifit could be ob · 
tained, and the certein loss of the vessel and car- 
go, worth much morethan the sum claimed by 
the Dey, and the immediate slavery of more 
than twenty American citizens, (including 
myself and family) now in Algiers, with the high- 
est probability of many! American vessels and 
their crews being captured before it would be pos- 
ribleto give notice of what had happened, to ena · 
ble them to consult theit safety by remaining in 
port, as the poit of Algiers had been shut since 
the sailing of the cruizers, onthe ISth inst and of 
course no opportunity lind offered to communicate 
an account of these transactions to any of our eon · 
suis in the Mediterranean. :

Gi- 
braltar, value receiveil of Jacob Cain Bacri of 
Algiers, on account of the United States of Ame. 
rica, to pay a balance claimed by the dey of Al- 
giers, tor annuities from the United States, ſhe de 
having refused to receive the naval and military 
stores sent from the United States agrecably to 
treaty stipulation, to pay such balance as might 
de due. I also stipulated with Mr Bacri, that he 
shou'd cause the money tu be paid into the treasn. 
vy to morrow morning, so as not to give ground 
for detaining the vessel, or raising any new dif- 
ficulties on that account, which he promised to 
do.

Detroit is situated on a river of thi, 
same name, twenty miles above the heau 
of Lake Erie. ‘This river uppovite Di 
troĩt, is three quarters of a m le i width, 
with a current of about three miles an 
hour snd of sufficient depth to carry any’ 
vessels which navigate the Lakes. All 
the waters which empty into the Lake 
the Woods, Lake Superior, Lakes Mi 
chigan, end Huron, pass down Detruit ri. 
ver into Lake Erie, 

The town of Detroit contains from one 
hundred to one hundred and fifty houses, 
mostly frame, which have oll been puis: 
since the year 1805; the old town hav- 
ing been destroyed by f re in June of that 

ear. 
, The garrison stends at the North 
West corner of the town, about 300 yard: 
from the river, and is situated on a amall 
elevation, 80 as to overlook the surround 
ing plains. ' é 

The whole face of the country is very 
level, “becoming flat marshy as yeu pro 
ceed a few miles back from the river. 

From Detroit to Brownstown, a Wy- 
andot Indian village,is a distance of cigh | 
teen ineteen miles.

Black Rock is about two milcs below 
Buffalo at the foot of a very considera- 
ble rapid in the river,which is here about 
the same width of Detreit river. 

From Black Rock to the falla of Nia- 
‘gara is a distanoc of about twenty miles; 
and from thence to Lewistown eight or 
nine miles, opposite Queenstown on the 
Canada side, 

Fort Niagara stands at the head ol 
Lake Ontario, eight miles below Lewis 
town,and nearly opposite to Newark aud 
fort George. From the falls down to Lake 
Ontario, the tiver is not more than from 
a quarter toa half a mile.
